TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlow, in the County 
of Cheshire, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall(Jones Hall) 
in said Marlow, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next at 
seven of the clock in the evening, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Article 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the Town Poor. 


Article 4. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the Town Library. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will apply for Class V 
money, known as TRA, and raise the sum of $465.81 to be 
matched with $3,105.38 contributed by the State. 


Article 6. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise $105.00 as may 
be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to improve Town cemeteries. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $65.88, to the Monadnock Region Asso- 
ciation, an agency to advertise, promote, and preserve the 
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natural advantages and resources of the town in co-operation 
with other 37 towns of the Monadnock Region. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25.00 to be matched by the State, for brush re- 
moval on back roads. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50.00 for the control of White Pine Blister Rust 
Program. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $223.00 for the year 1966 in support of the operat- 
ing cost of the Elliot Community Hospital for the year 1966. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $175.00 to pay the entire cost of Employers Retire- 
ment and Social Security of all elected or appointed Town 
Officers on an annual salary base. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell and administer all real estate acquired by the Town 
through tax collector deeds. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will authorize the tax 
collector to give two per cent cash discount on all property and 
personal taxes, for the payment made within thirty days after 
date of bill and empower the collector to appoint a deputy 
collector. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to return to the 
use of Non-Partisan Ballot. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money for temporary loans, in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to close to thru traffic the manner prescribed by 
law that Section of Town Road running from the former Jct. 
of old Route 10 and Route 123 to new Route 10 passing by 
the telephone office. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to order the 
Selectmen to place a restraining order on dogs in the munic- 
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ipal limits of the Town Pursuant to RSA Chapter 466, Sec. 
29, 30. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate an additional $60.00 to the street lighting Fund and 
authorize the Selectmen to replace 3 existing 600 Watt lamps 
at the School House, Town Hall and Fire House with 3,500 
Lumen Mercury lamps or the equivalent. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Marlow Volunteer Fire Dept. 
for the erection of a new Fire House; the said Fire Dept. to 
furnish the labor and materials with no expense to the Town; 
the Town to furnish a suitable lot at a cost not to exceed 
$300.00, title to said building to vest in the Town, the Town to 
be responsible for all necessary maintenance and repair. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $3,000.00 for the purpose of making repairs 
on the Symondsville Bridge, so-called, such sums to be raised 
through the issuance of serial notes, and to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such notes, and determine the 
time and place of payment thereof under such terms and con- 
ditions as they deem to be the best interests of the Town. 


Article 23. If Article 22 is not adopted, to see if the 
Town will vote to raise a sum of money sufficient to purchase 
a tract of land which would be necessary for turn around pur- 
poses if the Bridge is abandoned. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200.00 the same to be matched by 
$1,800.00 from the Office of Economie Opportunity to be used 
as prescribed by said Federal Act. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $250.00 to increase the salaries of the 
three Selectmen by $50.00 each, the tax collector by $50.00, 
the Town Clerk by $25.00, and the Town Treasurer by $25.00. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $800.00 to pay for a Power Wing and the installa- 
tion of the same on the Town Truck, 
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Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum not exceeding one per cent of the amount appropriated 
by the Town for Town purposes during the preceding year ex- 
eluding capital expenditures and the amortization of debt, for 
the purpose of establishing a contingency fund to meet the 
cost of unanticipated expenses, pursuant to Chap. 123 of the 
Laws of 1965. 


Article 28. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to those items in the budget not covered in the preceding 
articles. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to accept any 
trust funds left to it during the ensuing year. 


Article 30. To hear reports of officers, agents and com- 
mittees, theretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto, 
and to transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintendent 
of Schools. 


Good teaching and good teaching facilities affect eternity ; 
one can never tell where the influence stops. | 


The average daily membership for the school year 1964-65 
was 43.4 compared to 37.2 for 1963-64. The cost per A.D.M. was 
$290.00, which is $38.00 less than the state average. 


The estimated Junes 30, 1965 balance was $38,000 at the 
time the budget was voted. However, the actual balance was 
$3,675.28. The estimate of sweepstakes revenue was $1,705; 
the actual receipts were $1,136.13. These changes caused an 
inerease in the amount to be raised by taxation from $21,594.58 
to $21,764.92. 


Your children are progressing as well as can be expected 
with the situation of one teacher teaching four grades. The 
upper grades teacher has helped the primary teacher by taking 
two grade four pupils in one subject area each day. 


It may be possible if the citizens of Marlow so desire to 
use Title I funds under Publie Law 89-10 to relieve the situation 
of four grades in a room. The suggestion is to tuition grades 
seven and eight to attend school in Alstead. The tuition cost 
would be approximately $2,816 and the estimated transporta- 
tion cost approximately $1,200. This cost could be paid from 
federal funds. By tuitioning grades seven and eight, it would 
be possible to have only three grades in a room, which would 
materially improve the educational opportunity of those re- 
maining in the school as well as those being sent to Alstead 
as tuition pupils,-. 
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The fire exit doors and cement steps voted at the March, 
1965 meeting have been installed and are an added safety 
factor. 


Under item No. 700, you will find an increase of approxi- 
mately $910 compared to last year’s budget. The increase is due 
to necessary repairs, shingling the east roof, repairing the west 
side of the school, chimney repair and probable painting of the 
building. 


P.T.A. equipment and service contributions are very much 
appreciated. 


I want to call attention again to the very limited play 
space available to your children. 


Marlow continues to be a member of Supervisory Union 
No. 60. However, the districts are now Chesterfield, Fall Moun- 
tain, Marlow and Westmoreland.

parts of the school nurse’s work. 

Through continued cooperation of administrators, school 
boards, teachers, parents, and pupils the health ee con- 
tinues to be both challenging and rewarding.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of 
vacationists that visit us every year love the State for the variegated 
woodlands that encircle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and moun- 
tains. Most of us appreciate these values, but still there were enough 
careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and woodland 
fires to start in 1965. True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the fire 
fighting forces have held the line against such careless acts. It is up to 
each one of us to be ever mindful that a spark of flame is a potential 
fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 
1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 
If you must burn rubbish or brush. 
a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P.M. 
c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and adequate 
help on hand. The heat from your fire creates its own 
draft to spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns thou- 
sands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of acres of 
destroyed woodlands. Yours never to enjoy.
